Rome Report Says That 
Separate Peace Will 
Follow Separation 


Burden of Responsibility Will be Placed on Shoulders of Prussian 
Statesmen—It is Thought That Already Plans Have Been Com- 
pleted by Powerful Party, Led by Count Karolyi, to Effect The 
Separation—Hungarian Parliament Will be Asked For Formal 
Legalization.

ROME, Sept. 1—An event of supreme importance, far transcend- 
ing the intervention of Roumania and the prospective entry of Greece 
upon the war, is awaited now by the chancellories of the countries of 
the allies, This is the so-called coup d’etat by Hungary. 

The formal separation of this kingdom from the Austrian empire 
is affirmed in authoritative circles in Italy, where relations with Hun- 
gary of an informal kind have during the last few weeks been quite 
close, to be now inevitable and of imminent occurrence. It was only 
able diplomatic work on the part of the Austrian statesmen which 
prevented a break before now. 

The vitally interesting fact in this connection is that Hungary is 
expected at once to make separate peace. Another extraordinary fea- 
ture of the event which is being watched for is the fact that the chief 
burden of responsibility for it will be placed on the shoulders of the 
statesmen of Prussia. 

Prussia, the Tribuna says, is likely bitterly to repent the treacher- 
ous deed which it has committed against Austria in supporting the 
leaders of the separatist movement of Hungary. 

But in taking this action, the Rome newspaper adds, Prussia was 
guided by dietates of the great general staff which, in its bewilder- 
ment over the dangers which face it on all sides and over the lack of 
success of all its military efforts, was induced to throw itself into the 
arms of the strong Hungarian leaders, 

The latter recently made several trips to Berlin and threatened 
and bulldozed the Prussian war chiefs until they adopted a course 
which desperation seemed to them to make necessary, 

It is Believed that the very powerful party led by Count Karolyi 
already has completed all the neeessary measures for the sudden cut- 
ting lose from the Austrian empire. When the hour for the coup 
d'etat arrives it first will be accomplished, and then application will 
be made in the Hungarian parliament for its formal legalization. 

The step taken will be a formal demand, that Hungary take charge 
of Her own defences.

RETURNED MEN 
ARE CARED FOR 


331 Are Undergoing Treatment 
For Lung Trouble—180 Are 
Expected Soon 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, Sept. 1.—Officials of the 
Dominion Hospitals Commission state 
that on August 26 there were in 
Canada $81 soldiers back from the 
front undergoing treatment for lung 
trouble, and 180 nore are expected 
from overseas within the next six 
weeks, for soldiers who have fallen 
victim to tuberculosis there are several 
special sanatoriums, but more will be 
required 

Splendid contributions of this kind 
to the national cause have been made 
by public-spirited Canadians, and the 
growth of the need wiil doubtless 
stimulate fresh offers to meet it, 
Nearly all the convalescent institu- 
tions of the military hospitals com- 
mission have been generously devoted 
to this use by the owners, free of 
rent; and in some cases the loan in- 
clodes furniture and other equipment, 

While many of these institutions 
were private houses, others belong to 
public bodies, and others again were 
hotels, for example, there are the 
D Lodge Hotel at Winnipeg, with 
accommodation for 160, and the 
Ogden Hotel at Calgary, lent fully 
equipped for the use of 140 men. In 
the province of Quebec, some months 
ago, the Laurentide Inn at Ste Agathe 
was generously lent to the commission 
by D, Lorne MeGibbon, About 100 
tuberculosis soldiers are now in resi- 
dence there and at the neighboring 
Laurentian. Sanatorium, under the 
same medical officer.

Extending in All Directions

Petrograd, via London, Sept. 1—In the course of battles yester- 
day on the western Russian front, says the Russian official statement 
of today, the Russians captured 289 officers and 15,501 men. Of this 
number 2,400 were Germans. The Russians also captured six guns, 
fifty-five machine guns and seven bomb throwers, 

Bucharest, Aug. 30, via London, Sept. 1—Roumanian troops 
invading Transylvania have occupied the important industrial centre 
of Petroseny and the Tarlnuge valley, near Kronstadt, says the an- 
nouncement of the Roumanian war office: 

The statement reads as follows: 
“On our northern and northwestern 
fronts our advance continues with suc- 
cess in all directions. Our armies oc- 
cupied Tarlunge vauey, near Braso 
(Kronstadt) and the important indus- 
trial centre of Petroseny. Our losses 
were very slight. 

“On our southern 
monitors bombarded Turnu 
and Zimniiza.” 

Petroseny is the 
coal field near the southern frontier of 
Transylvania, lying just south of the 
Vatean pass through the Transylvanian 
Alps. The occupation of Tarlunge 
valley indicates the Roumanians are 
extending their invasion of the the 
extreme eastern portion of Transyl- 


vania, Turnu Magureli and Zimnitza 
are Roumanian frontier towns on the 
Danube river.

Exists Again in Canadian 
and U.S. Paper Mills, 


Shortage 


Boston, Aug. 31—United States and 
Canadian mills had on hand at the 
beginning of this month only about a 
fortnight’s sipply of newsprint paper, 
according to official returns of the in- 
dustry. The July shipments of Ameri- 
can mills exceeded preduction by 3,676 
tons, but the situation was party re- 
lieved by the ability of Canadian mills 
to produce 1,369 tons more than they 
shipped. 

It is figured in the trade that 93 per 
cent. of the maximum capacity ts 
about what the mills can produce 
month in and month out, the remain- 
ing seven per cent. representing the 
proportion by which the manufacture 
and machinery fall short of perfection, 
When, therefore, consumption amounts 
to more than 93 per cent .of maximum 
productive capacity, a shortage be- 
gins, Such a shortage exists today.

CROP UNCUT WILL 
BE VERY SMALL 


Manitoba Issues Official Report 
Which Shows Whcat Damage 
Not so Extensive 


WINNIPEG, Sept. 1.—The Mani- 


toba department of agriculture has 
received reports on the crops from 
the district representatives stationed 
ii varicus parts of the province. From 
tie reports it is evident that the por- 
tion of the wheat crop to remain un- 
cac ewing to its meagreness will be 
small. Oats and barley are good 
everwhere. The summary furnished 
by the department is ag follows: 

“In the southern part of Manitoba 
cutting is all finished, except a rather 
small percentage of late fields of vats 
and barley. Further north the crops 
are Tater, and, although wheat cut- 
ting is almost completed cverywhere, 
there are still a large nuto er of fields 
6f oais and barley to harvest. Flax 
has bcen very lite grown in any part 
uf Minitoba this year, and is not yet 
cut. Throughout the principal wheat 
growing areas there will be in most 
localities some fields so badly rusted 
as not to pay for the expense of 
threshing, and while in many cases 
these will be cut and stacked for food, 
there will be other fields where the 
crop will be burned off in order to 
clean the land for the plow. The 
percentage of crop to remain uncut 
will, however, be small. Oats and 
barley will give good yields almost 
everywhere. Threshing has commence 
ed in the southern djstricts, but not 
in the northern areas. 

“There has been an almost entire 
immunity from frosts this autumn 
and forage corn and garden crops are 
reported in excellent condition every- 
where.”

It is therefore our high and solemn 
duty, both to prepare our own strength 
SO as to guarantee our own safety, and 
also to treat every foreign nation, in 
uny given ec as its conduct in that 
crisis demands, The citizen who does 
not so act, and who endeavors to shape 
America’s policy in the interest of the 
country from which he or his ances- 
tors have sprung, is not true Ameri- 
can, and has no moral right to citizen- 
ship in this country. Any attempt to 
organize American citizens along 
politico-racial lines is a foul and 
thing. Any organization of Amer 
citizens which acts in the interest of a 
foreign power is guilty of moral trea- 
son to the republic, It is because of 
such action that f condemn those pro- 
fessional German-Americans who in 
our politics act as servants and allies 
of Germany.

This ended the business for the 
evening, so far as the street railway 
was concerned. 

Secretary McKenzie announced the

The chairman said that, hearing the 
names of those newly elected, he 
thought the association was to be con- 
gratulated upon the class of members 
they were getting. It spoke well for 
the standing of the association that 
such men were willing to come in. 

F. L. Harris said that he thought 
the secretary should be relieved of 
the soliciting for members, and that 
this should be done by a good standing 
committee.

don, “‘I used to go to church 
occasionally, but I tel! you, sir, we 
are coming back to religion with a 
bump!’’ To what kind of reli- 
gious atmosphere are such men 
coming back? Are they to find 
the same formelisin and coldness 
which they left, or are they to 
find a new glow of religious fer- 
vour to match their own? They 
will come back to an atmosphere 
which will nourish and develop 
the good fruits that the war has 
yielded, which will confirm the 
lessons it has taught and so bring 
nearer Utopia, or they will find a 


colder atmosphere which will 
chill their enthusiasm and_ will 
tend to quench the fires which 


have been lighted ‘mid the red 
flames of war. We who remain 
at home are responsible for this 
atmosphere, and therefore for the 
conditions which will follow the 
war, 

There is then much to be done in 
preparation for the home-coming, but 
is it possible for us to hasten it? 
There are many who confess failure 
to understand the whole business. It 
is to them a profound mystery, a hope- 
less problem. In the spirit of South- 
ey’s Peterkin they ask, “Tell us all 
about the war and what they fought 
each other for,” and the answer is 
often given, “What they fought each 
other for. TI could not well make 
out.’ Gladly and cheerfully making 
every acriflee because “King and 
country needs them, there are yet 
many who are sorely perplexed as to 
why these things should be necessary. 
Let us seek to answer the question, 

There are few who will hoid that 
the Austro-Serbian imbroglio caused 
the strife, but many and varied are 
the theories advanced, Occasionally 
ve find one who confidently asserts 
that the Kaiser alone is responsible, 
or may be the Hohenzollerng as a 
body are arraigned as guilty, but this 
is a too easy way of settling the prob- 
lem, 

Others are equally confident that 
God has caused the war, Pointing to 
the widespread apostasy and indiffer- 
ence of medern days, they see in the 


miseries of war a Divine judgment 
upon mankind. But sur , this ans- 
wer is far from satisfacte It fails 


to meet all the s of the case, and 
betokens a coneeption of God which 
is scarcely consistent with the Father 
whom Jesus Christ revealed to men. 

Others again see in the strife of 
men the handiwork of Satan. They 
point with some show of reason to 
the many devilish devices employed, 
and to the added horrors of modern 
warfare, but the solution is again too 
simple, and responsibility cannot be 
so easily passed on to the shoulders 
of Satan. Rather must we place the 
responsibility upon man himself, Oth- 
erwise we should give a power to the 
devil which he does not possess, or 
would charge God with what is un- 
just and untrue to His character. 
Satan is pewerful, but not all-power- 
ful, and the will of God is that the 
nations should dwell together’ in 
peace and vodwill, and not that they 
should destroy each other, But the 
nations have turned away from the 
will of God, which is their good, and 
have rejected His commandments and 
counsels. Have they not rather given 


themselves to the god of this world 
and set his mammon before them as 
their goal, forgetting the Master's 
warning: “Ye cannot serve God and 
mammon." Has not our modern 
materialism led inevitably to the 
spirit of self-assertion and greedy 


grasping? The militarist materialism 
of Germany and the commercial ma- 


terlalism of Britain are alike con- 
demned, The lust for possession in- 
evitably leads to strife, whether we 


take two children at their teys or the 
nations in their larger 1irs, We 
belle that our present cnuse is a 
righteous and honorable one, but our 
national record has not always been 
so clear, and who can say how far our 


past actions have contributed to the 
present state of World relations, Hu- 
man sin is alone responsible for the 
strife of the nations, as it is the cause 
of all bitterness and friction between 
individuals. The Sen of God gave His 
life to free men from this curse, but 


the world cannot yet receive Him, and 
the plague continues, And before 
there is a real peace there must be a 
serious dealing with the root cause, 
and sinful men must bring themselves 
into line with the will of their Maker, 


We pray for victory over the enemy, 
but have we been fit for victory, 50 
prepared in heart that the ensuing 


would be a true one? An easy 
ry in the field, with our national

consciousness of God still dormant 
would more likely lead to hell upon 
earth than Utopia. The war may be 
terrible, but it has also a glortous 
side. Sut a self-satisfied outward

glorious. Before we arrive at a true 
peace we must come back to our God 
and walk in the way He has set be- 
fore us.

In this text the root of happiness is 
indicated, It is sorrow. 

Sadness is as essential to fulness of 
life 4s joy. 

The proper aim of existence is per- 
fect self-expression, and not a succes 
sion of mere pleasurable sensations. 
And sorrow is quite as necessary for 
the full equipment of the soul as glee. 

A life without sorrows is as a pic- 
ture without shadows. 

All beauty is an arrangement of 
shadows. All charm is the p of 
light and shade, and all happiness is 
a creature of pains, 

You can get no good crops unless 
you plough deep. And no satisfying 
contentment is possible to a heart that 
has not been cultivated by the share 
of anguish. 

When you say you are always happy 
we infer that you are either shallow, 
or that you are forcing yourself to be- 
lieve what you think you ought to be- 
lieve, possibly following the teachings 
of some cult that inculcates pulling 
one's self up by one’s spiritual boot 
straps. 

The desirable life is not all sweet; 
it is bitter sweet. 

Your gloomy days, your experiences 
of rebuff, your failures, your rainy 
seasons of sadness your wistful mo- 
ments, your pangs of dream and long- 
ing, they are not wasted, they are 
making you deeply fertile, they are 
preparing your Soil to grow that hap- 
piness which is as a ripe round apple; 


unploughed hearts grow only crab 
apples. 
The richest nature that ever lived 


Wag called “a man of sorrows and ac- 
tuainted with erief" And out of } 
sorrow-drenched depths there grew a 
most amazing peace, so that he said 
to his friends: 

“Peace I leave with you; my peac

And not only is sorrow a prelude to 
joy, a preparatory state for joy to 
come, but it may contain in itself a 
certain indescribable yet very real joy, 
if nobly borne. 

For it is well known that in practis-

Then do not look for happiness in 
the lighted cabarets, in banquet halls, 
in the riot of amusement, and where 
the loug laugh echoes; go ameng the 
shadows, down life's dark janes, where 
men labor and women watt, where 
grinding work is endured for love's 
sake, and loneliness and bereavement 
and pain are faced with courage, 
where the bitter waters run, and 
thorns are found, and look with heav- 
enly insight, and you will find in 
plenty the whitest lilles and the red- 
dest and most odorotis roses of this 
our strange and wondrous humanity.
